Lightship Risks 

It would seem that the perils of a 
}lightship crew in.a gale exceed even

The hghtship is a British idea, and 
the first ever,used was placed in the 
mouth of the Thames in 1713. 


Peculiar Japanese Rite 

Segitera temple, in the province of 
Ise, Japan, is the scene each July of 
a peculiar rite dedicated to the wor- 
ship of Acalauatha, the faithful ser- 
vant of Buddha. The rite is known as 
'a “goma"” (a corruption of Sanskrit 
“homa") or “burning.” Buddba taught 
that the cause of suffering is desire, 
and therefore the priests of the Shin- 
gon, a Japanes: sect of Buddhism, kin- 
dle a fire to consume all human de- 
sires, at the same time offering pray, 
ers to Acalanatha. In one matter the 
rite may be said to defeat its own 
ends, for it_attracts a crowd of farm- 
ers full of desire to obtain embers or 
ashes from tbe fire which is supposed 
to have consumed all desires. The tra- 
dition is that the possession of an 
ember or ashes from the sacred fire 
insures a farmer good crops the next 
autumn.—Argonaut.

BLIND CAN READ PAPERS BY EAR 


. Type Reading Octophone Has Been 
Greatly Perfected by its Inventor 
Fournier d’Albe 

It is now possible for a blind man 
to read by tie ear, owing to the im- 
provements in as electrical instru- 
ment which Was first shown by Four- 
nier d'Albe at last year’s British asso- 
ciation meeting. 

The instrument has as its “basic 
prineiple the peculiar property of 
selenium,-by vhich the strength of an 
electric current passing through it 
varies with the amount of light. It is 
connected with a telephcne reteiver, 
and according as more or less ligkt 
falls on the se’enium so does the elec- 
tric current passing through the re- 
ceiver vary, and consequently the 
sounds heard in the receiver vary. 

By throwing a powerful light on 
ordinary letterpress, it is possible to 
differentiate between letters by dif- 
ferent sounds in the receiver. / 

An ordind¥y newspaper can thus be 
read by the “type-reading octophone.”

Bennett Burleigh, one of the fore- 
most war correspondents of modern 
times, died recently at his London res- 
idemee, He served as correspondent in 
many Wars. . : > 

A Scotchman, born in Glasgow 
nearly--seventy years ago, he joined 
the ranks of the confederates in the 
civil war and fought through the en- 
tire campaign, being twice captured 
and sentenced to death by the north- 
ern troops, 

Later he .urned to newspaper work 
and reported a number of campaigns 
for a news agency. In 1882 he began 
his connection with the London Daily 
Telegraph, which lasted until his 
death. He followed for that paper the 
British, Egyptizn war and _ various 
Soudan campaigns, the Freneh annexa- 
tion of Madagascar, the Ashanti war, 
the Spanish exped‘tjon in Morocco, the 
Somali war, tue Russo-Japanese war 
ong the recent Balkan war. 

‘or many years he Was able to visit 
his home only on rare occasions owing 
to his constani, service in the field. 

At one time Burleigh went into pcll- 
tics and stood for a Scottish constitu- 
tency. He was tke author of a num- 
ber of books. ‘ 

Bennett Burleigi was well known to 
many Canadians and was a welcome 
visitor to the Canudian hut at the Bis- 
ley meeting: During the American 
civil war Le was jailed in Toronto, ac- 
cused of belligerent acts on Canadian 
soil.

PROVIDED FOR 
ERADICATION OF BOVINE 
TUBERCULOSIS 


The Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture Authorized to Co-operate’ With 
Cities and Towne to Ensure Sani- 
tary Condition in Dairies. 

Drastic regulat:ons are provided in 
the order-in-courcil authorizing the 
department v? agriculture to co-operate 
with cities or towns for the eradica- 
tion of bovine tuberculosis. The aid of 
the department of agriculture is to be 
given tc towus of a population of not 
tess than 5,000 which have made pro- 
vision for the licensing of dairies 
from which thei, milk supplies are 
drawn, these licenses to be issued 
only it the dairy conforms to a stand- 
ard requiting ampic air space in :he 
stables, ventilation, drainage and at 
least two square feet of window glass 
for each cow. 

Two yecrs ago the test of each cow 
in the dai-y the sale within the city 
or town ci milk o. cream shall be 
prohibited un’2ss herds show a clean 
bill of heelth from sanitary in- 
Spectors. Each city or town shall ap- 
point an inspector or inspectors to see 


feet the cows are kept clean and pro- 


perly fed ond cared for. 

When these zequirements have been 
carried out ly any city or town und 
an application made for the co-opera- 
tion of -he veterinary director-general, 
the Iktter shell send veterinary  in- 
,8pectors to insp:ct the dairy cows and 
bulls, subjecting them to the tuber- 
culin test as well as making physical 
examination in each case. Cows in- 
fected with open tuberculosis and 
which are distributing the germs of 
the disease through the milk or other 
wise shall be slaughtered at an abat- 
toir under inspection or in the pres- 
ence of tee inspector who shall give 
directions as to the disposition of ine 
carcass. Re-actors to the test are to 
be separated from non-reactors to the 
test and shall be immediately slaugb- 


{ tered after they have been prepared 


for the block by drying off and fecd- 
ing; or they may be retained in the 
herd and so milk or cream from the 
herd sold unti’ it has been pastuer- 
ized. 

Provision i. made for the compensa- 
tion @f the owners of all cows 
slaughtered under these regulations, 
the gompensa*ior to be equal to one- 
haiffihe appraised value in the case of 
open tuberculosis, “one-third the’ ap- 
praised vaiue ‘f the cow is destroyed 
as are-actor at the request of the 
owner, the owner tc be also given tne 
salvage from the carcass provided the 
amount of salvage and compensation 
do not exceed the appraised value of 
which the surplus goes to the receiver 
general. 

The regulations provide for pericd- 
ical tests whenever deemed necessary 
by the veverizury director-general. No 
new cows are to be added to a herd 
unless they have passed the test of 
the department.
